If it fs found 
that the people are able to purchase 
only 75 percent of that whfch the peo- 
ple can produce then there is stich an 
adjustment of prices and purchasing 
power equal the producing power.

It is referred by some as a Soctal- 

istic plan. Yet it does not involve 
the government ownership and oper- 
ation of producing facilities which 
constitute the basis of Socialism. It 
would maintain private industry and 
private initiative. 
“tt is, to us, the most interesting 
economic theory for the obtaining of 
greater economic order and justice 
that ever hus been advanced. Will 
it work? We don’t know. We like to 
examine the theories. We. like to 
dream about the improvement that 
might be brought in eeonomic wol- 
fare ‘for the masses. 

But our practicality interferes with 
our concluding that a thing will work 
until experience actually proves that 
it does work, We want to sit on the 
sidelines and watch other people 
make experimetits. That isn't dis- 
playing courage, we admit, It is dis. 

If the Alberta government puts the 
new plan into operation, we hope that 
it succeeds in at least a partial so- 
lution of that big problem = which 
confronts our own country of making

The motor is a wonderful invention, but in the hands of a man without | 
judgment or balance, is a terrible instrument of destruction, leaving death | 
and maimed lives in its wake. |

there appeared an article entitled ‘And Sudden Death” which has attract-| 
ed continent-wide notice and hundreds of thousands of reprints of which are’ 
being distributed throughout Canada and the United States. The only regret 
is that a copy cannot be placed in the hands of every person who drives an 
automobile. It is a gruesome recital of what automobile accidents really are, 
portrayal of scenes witnessed every day on the highways of 
this supposedly civilized continent 
says the writer of this article, is treacherous, just as 

It is tragically difficult to realize that it can become the deadliest 
As enthusiasts tell you, it makes 65 an hour feel like nothing at all. 
But 65 an hour is 100 feet a second, a speed which puts a viciously unjusti- | 
fied responsibility on brakes and human reflexes, and can instantly turn this 
docile luxury into a mad bull elephant. | 

Collision, turnover or sideswipe, each type of accident produces either | 
a shattering dead stop or a crashing change of direction — and, since the 
occupant -—- meaning you — continues in the old direction at the original 
speed, every surface and angle of the car's interior immediately becomes a 
battering, tearing projectile, aimed squarely at you Inescapable. There 
is no bracing yourself against these imperative laws of momentum. 

It's like going over Niagara Falls in a steel barrel full of railroad spikes. 
The best thing that can happen to you and one of the rarer things — is 
to be thrown out as the doors spring open, so you have only the ground to} 
reckon with. True, you strike with as much force as if you had been thrown 
from the Twentieth Century at top speed. But at least you are spared the 
lethal array of gleaming metal knobs and edges and glass inside the car.

Predicts Horseless London 


Ministry Of Transport Working To- 
ward Mechanizing System 

Within five years, it is predicted, 
the London dray horse will be fo rare 
in London as to be regarded as a 
curiosity, the streets of 1940 being 
practically entirely free of horses. 
The Ministry of Transport is hasten- 
ing this condition by plans to sub- 
stitute horse-drawn traffic by a com- 
pletely mechanized system, and some 
of these plans will be carried into 
effect shortly. 

The busiest streets in London will 
be closed to horse-drawn traffic in 
the near future by regulations soon 
to be issued by the department. Al- 
ready there is a device operating in 
Oxford street between certain hcurs. 
Later an edict will be issued that 
horse-drawn vehicles will not be al- 
lowed in London~at all after a pertoa 
of from three to five years. 

Under existing traffic legislation, 
the Minister of Transport, L. Hore- 
Belisha, has power to put an end to 
traffic by horse in London’s streets. 
His* department, however, has no in- 
tention of driving horses from the 
streets until their owners have had 
fair warning.

Bargain Fares Offered By C.P.R. and

Popularity of early autumn bargain 
fares to eastern Canada last year has

The organism that produces rust does 
not develop in the soil, and therefore 
treatment of the soil or seed does not 
prevent the growing grain from be- 
coming infected. 

-Science long ago believed a rust 
resistant wheat could be produced. 
Canada started its search in 1916 at 
the Dominion experimental farms at 
Brandon, Man., and Indian Head, 
Sask., and subsequently the work was 
extended to the Dominion rust re- 
search laboratory at Winnipeg and 
other points. Universities and agri- 
cultural colleges came to the aid of 
governments in the search. 

Exacting tests were made of vari- 
ous grains and as new types were 
produced they were crossed with 
older strains and new strains as well. 
The’ big problem was to find a rust 
resistant wheat that would have 
qualities of milling and baking equal 
to the best of Canada’s high-grade 


wheats. A minute record of the work; 


was kept. 

Scores of varieties and crossed 
varieties are still under the study of 
the Dominion rust research labora- 
tory. Two families stand out as the 
most promising. One family was pro- 
duced»from -crossing Marquis with a 


other family originated through from 
a cross between a Marquis and Re- 
ward on a derivative of a Marquis- 
Emmer cross. 

Chiefly from these two families the 
federal department of agriculture 
hopes in 1937 to distribute ‘small 
quantities of the rust. resistant 
wheats to farmers in western Canada. 
The department expects to have rev- 
eral thousand bushels available for 
distribution in two to four-bushel 
lots. Control distribution will be re- 
tained to prevent exploitation of the 
new strains. 

Until qualities of the new wheats 
have been definitely proven, they will 
go unchristened. They will have num- 
bers as means of identification. And 
the rust research laboratory work 
will continue even though the new 
varieties show good yielding ability, 
good milling, baking and early ripen- 
ing qualities. 

Many research workers have taken 
part in the studies. The plant patho- 
logists have carried on their work 
under Dr. H. T. Gussow, Dominion 
botanist. In 1924 parliament made a 
grant of $50,000 for erection of the 
rust laboratory at Winnipég and Dr. 
D. L. Bailey conducted the  patho- 
logical work until he went to the Uni- 
versity of Toronto. He was succeeded 
by the present director, Dr. J. H. 
Craigie. — 

The plant breeding work as con- 
ducted at the laboratory has been un- 
der direction of Dr. C. H. Goulden, a 
notable plant breeder and geneticist 
of the staff of the cereal division, ex- 
perimental farm branch of the fed- 
eral department of agriculture.

Most people know how badly they 
; feel the need of salt when it is ab- 
|sent, but few realize that live stock 
;need salt even more than do human 
beings. The Salt Division of C.I.L. 
|has issued a comprehensive chart 
showing the wide variety of uses to 
which salt is put by farmers. Under 
the heading ‘In the Barn,” the quan- 
| tities of salt needed in rations for 
| different types of stock are given, as 
| well as the need for salt to keep down 
| the fermentation of hay with its con- 
sequent danger of spontaneous com- 
bustion. “In the Dairy” salt is an 
essential for the cows, for the butter, 
and for butter wrapping papers. “In 
the Home” the uses of salt vary from 
table use to pickling and mouth 
health, while “For Curing Meat" the 
special smoked salt is suggested.

Missing Radium Recovered _ 
Last Vial Is Found In Stomach Of 
Pig ' . 

A $3,000 vial of radium, accident- 
ally thrown away, was back at Moe 
horpital at Sioux Falls, 8.D., after an 
uncannily precise search by two Uni- 
versity of Minnesota scientists who 
traced it to the stomach of a squeal- 
ing pig. 

When the loss of ‘the tube was dis- 
covered, Dr. A. J. Moe called in Dr. 
J. W. Buchta and Dr. H. H. Barver 
of the university. They quickly de- 
vised a detector from gold leaf and 
started for the dump grounds where 
500 pigs wandered over the heaped 
refuse. The gauge jumped. The 
searchers divided the drove into five 
sections and by eliminations reduced 
to three and finally to one the likely 
pig.

most astonishing processes in nature. 

This is the voyage of the eels from 
their Atlantic birthplace to European 
homes. Afterwards they return uner- 
ringly to the breeding-grounds of the 
Sargasso Sea. 

The process was authoritatively in- 
vestigated a few years ago by the 
late Prof. Johannes Schmidt, director 
of the Carlsberg Physiological Labor- 
atory at Copenhagen. 

He made a world voyage in the 
Royal Danish research ship Dana and 
definitely established that the Sar- 
gasso, the deepest portion of the At- 
lantic, is the spawning bed of Europ-

in a form that is usable by the body.

for such purposes as roofing, cornices, 
window frames, ornamental fittings, 
and even furniture. Gas tanks, street 
cars, and truck bodies are being made 
of aluminum, and the automobile and 
aircraft industries absorb approxim- 
ately one third of the annual output 
of this new industrial metal. In a 
single year the washing-machine in- 
dustry required over 21,000,000 
pounds. 

In a finely divided state, suspended 
in a suitable oil, it is used as a pro- 
tective paint for metal objects, such 
as steam pipes and radiators. It has 
wide use as a thin foil for radio con- 
densers. 

Aluminum finds an important use 
in the manufacture of thermite which 
is used extensively for welding. Ther- 
mite consists of a mixture of ‘iron 
oxide and aluminum powder and 
when ignited the chemical reaction 
which takes place produces a very 
great temperature. By means of 
thermite a broken part in a machine 
can be welded without taking the 
machine apart, which js certainly a

England Builds New Houses 


Over Two Million Have Been Erected 
Since ‘Armistice 

Sir Kingsley Wood, minister of 
health, opening St. Andrews Gardens 
at Liverpool, England, said that 
more than 300 flats had been erected 
on the site of a former abattoir near 
the centre of the city. For the first 
time balconies had been provided on 
the front elevation to a numbtr of 
living rooms and the horizontal treat- 
ment afforded greater window area.

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Fort Churchill Eloquent With Stories 

Of Courage, and Disaster, 

_ The other, day Fort Churchill, Can- 
adia’s northern port on the Hudson 
Bay and the prairie’s back door to 

e salt seas, was celebrating the 
Opening of its shipping Beason. As a 

blic issue the development of 
Churchill has been almost talked out. 
It. was ridiculed and bitterly attacked 
when the rails were being laid and 
the grain terminals were under con- 
struction. But as a place of historic 
interest it has great significance and 
fascination. 

For more than three hundred years 
ships have sailed into the Hudson 
Bay from the ports of Great Britain 
and Europe. Into it came the early 
explorers in their search for the 
northwest passage to the Orient and 
Cathay. By this route the first live 
stock and the first piano’ ever 
brought to the opening west were 
freighted by sturdy sailing vessels. 

And at Churchill English and 
French held forts now crumbled into 
ruins, Here the Danish explorer, 
Munck, in the early part of the 
seventeenth century, survived a bit- 
ter winter in which most of his com- 
panions _ perished. Many decades 
later, in 1812, the gallant Selkirk 
settlers struggled with nature in the 
environs of the port; held their chins 
high through a steely test of cold be- 
fore they could start on the trek to 
their new homes in_ the south. 
Churchill is eloquent with stories of 
courage, treachery and disaster. 

The sub-Arctic holds its lure to the 
adventurous to this day. The annals 
of this new Canadian port may still 
remind us of the determination of 
the pioneer explorers and settlers to 
break the hostile barriers of nature 
in a new land.

Leonard {issued his statement im- 
mediately after he completed an an- 
alysis of the Jacobs boy's stomach 
and found that the child had consum- 
ed apricot pits. ; 

“The fact that some people have 
eaten and continue to eat these seeds 
without fatal effect can be explained,” 
the chemist sald, “as being due to 
the fact that the concentration has 
been insufficient to produce lethal 
regults,”
